RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

A Restriction Requirement was mailed in the present patent application on August 18, 2004 
with time period for response ending on September 18, 2004. Because September 18, 2004 is a 
Saturday, the time period for response is extended to Monday, September 20, 2004. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, the Applicants elect the claims of Species A, 
Claims 1-3, for prosecution on the merits. The claims of Species B (Claims 4-13) and the 
claims of Species C (Claims 14-23) are withdrawn from consideration without prejudice. 
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The Restriction Requirement stated that "Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect 
a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic." (August 18, 2004 
Restriction Requirement, Page 2, Lines, 8-10). 

The Restriction Requirement also stated that "Applicant is advised that a reply to this 
requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this 
requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added." 
(August 18, 2004 Restriction Requirement, Page 2, Lines 11-13). The following is a listing of all 
claims readable on elected Species A (Claims 1-3): 

1 . (Original) Variable phase-shifting circuit comprising: 
an input receiving an input signal having a specified oscillation frequency, 
an output delivering an output signal having said specified oscillation frequency 
(Fin) and having a variable phase shift with respect to said input signal, 

at least one control input receiving a control signal which controls the phase-shift 
of said output signal with respect to said input signal, 

a synchronized oscillator having at least a synchronization input coupled to said 
input of the variable phase-shifting circuit, at least an output coupled to said output of 
the variable phase-shifting circuit, said synchronized oscillator having a variable free- 
running oscillation frequency controlled by said control signal.

2. (Original) The circuit of claim 1, wherein the synchronized oscillator further 
comprises an astable multivibrator circuit having a first branch and a second branch 
arranged in parallel between a positive supply terminal and a negative supply terminal 
or ground, means delivering into the first branch and into the second branch, a respective 
quiescent current of the same specified value, said quiescent current being controlled by 
the control signal. 

3. (Original) The circuit of claim 2, wherein, for each branch, the means 
delivering a quiescent current into the branch comprises a respective current source 
arranged in series in the branch, which delivers a current of a specified value, and in 
wherein the control signal is a current control signal which is added to said current of 
a specified value.
